her the Paragon of Virtue, and ſhortly after publiſh- 


ing a ſcurrilous Libel reflecting on her Benefactor in 
the groſſeſt Manner, ſhe often confers Benefits out of 
Contradiction rather than any Deſign of ſerving Man- 


kind.
